Shore to refrefh them{elues, and our women to wath,as they 
had great need ; but whileft welay thus fill, hoping our 
Shallop would be ready in fiue or fixe dayes at the furtheft, 
but our Carpenter. made flow worke of it, fo that fomecf 
our peopie impatient of delay, defired for our better furthe. _ :

them, nor meanes to carry provifion, but on their backes, to

) ther becaufe as we fayled into the Harbour,therefeemedto, 
bea river opening it felfe into the maine land;che willin ones. 
of the perfons wasliked, but thething it felfe, in regardof. — | 
the danger was rather permitted then approved,and to with .

Wednelday the 1 5. of November, they were fet a fhore, 
and when they had ordered them{eluesin the order ofa fin- 
gle File,and marched aboutthe {pace of a myle, by the Sea, 
they e[pyed fiue or fixe people, witha Dogge,comming to, 
wards them, who were Savages, who when they faw.them 
ran intothe Wood and whilled the Doggeafterthem, &c. 
Fir(t, they {uppofed them to be mafter Jones, the Mafterand 
fome of his men, for they were a-fhore, and knew of their, 

coinming but after they: knew them to be /adians they nes 

che 
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ched after them into the Woods, leaft other of the Judsaus 
fhouldliein Ambufh ; but when the Jnasans {aw our men fol- 
lowing them,they ran away with might andmeyne.and our 
men turned out of the Woodafter them, for it was the way 
they intended to goe, but they could not come neare them, 
They followed them that night about ten miles by the trace. 
of their footings, and faw how they hadcomethefame way 
they went, and ata turning perceived how they tun vp an 
hill) co fee whether they followed them. At length nighe 
came vpon them,and they were conitrained to take vptheir 
lodging, fo they fet forth three Sentin ells,and the reft,fome 
kindled a fire, and othersfetched wood, and there held our 
Randevousthat night, In the morning fo fooneas we could 
fee the trace, we proceeded on ouriourney,& hadthe tracke 


vntill we had compailed the head ofalong creake, and there. 


they tookeinto another wood, and we after them,{uppofing 
to finde fome of their dwellings, but we marched thorow 
boughes and bufhes, and vnder hillsand vallies, which tore 


our very Armour in peeces, and yet could meete with none 


of them, nor their houfes, nor finde any frefh water, which 


we greatly defired, and ftood in need off, for we brought: 


neither Beere nor Water with vs, and our victuals was one- 
ly Bisket and Holland cheefe, anda litle Bottle of aguavite, 
fo as we were fore a. thirft. About ten aclocke we came into 


a deepe Valley, fullofbrufh, wood-gaile, and long grafle, 
through which we found little paths or tracts, andthere we. 
faw a Deere, and found fprings of frefh water, of which we. - 


were heartily glad, and fat vs downe and drunke our firlt 
New. England water with asmuch delight as cuer we drunke 
drinke in all our liues. When we had refrefhed our felues, 


_we directed our courfe full South,that we might come to the. 


fhore, which within afhort while after we did, and there 


‘made a fire, that they in the fhip might fee where wee were. 
(as we had direction) and fo marched on towards this fup-. 
pofed River ; andas we went in another valley. we found 


a fine cleere Pond of frefh water, being about a Musket fhot 
broad,and twife as long ; there grew alfo many {mall vines, 
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and Foule and Deere haunted there ; there grew much Safa- 
fras :from thence we went on & found much plaine ground, 
about fiftie Acres, fit forthe Plow,and {ome (ignes wherethe 
Indtans had formerly planted their corne ;atter this, fome 
thought it belt for neareneile of the river to goe downe and 
travaile on the Seafands, by which meanes{omeof our men 
were tyred, and lagged behind, fo we {tayed and gathered 
them vp,and (truck into the Land againe ; where we founda 
little pach to certaine heapes of fand, one whereof was cove- 
red with old Marts, and hada woedden thing likea morter 


whelmed on the top of it, and an earthen pot layd in alittle 


hole at the end thereof; we mufing whatit might be,digged 
& found a Bow,and,as we thought, Arrowes,but they were 
rotten ; We fuppoted there were many other things, but 
becaufe we deemed them graues, we putin the Bow againe 
and made it vp as it was,and left the re(t vntouched,becaufe 
we thought it would be odious vnto them to ranfacke their 
Sepulchers. We went on further and fourid new ftubble,ef 
which they had gotten Corne this yeare,and many Wallnut 
trees full of Nuts, and great {tore of Strawberries, and fome 
Vines ; pafling thus a field or two, which were not great, we 
came to another, which had alfo bin new gotten, and there 
we found where an houfe had beene, and foure or fue old 
Plankes layed together 3 alfo we found a great Ketle, which 
had beene fome Shipsketle and brought out of Ewrope; there 
was alioan heapewot fand, made like the former, but it was 
newly done, we might {ee how they had padled it with their 
hands, which we digged vp, and in it we founda little old 
Basket full of faire Jadian Corne,and digged further & found 
a fine great new Basket full of very fairecorne of this yeare, 


with fome 36.goodly eares of corne,fome yellow,andfome 


red, and others mixt withblew, which was a very goodl 

fight :the Basket was round, and narrow at the top, it held 
about three or foure Bufhels,which was as much astwo of vs 
could lift vp fromthe ground, and was very handfomely 


and cunningly made ; But whilft wee were bufie about theie 


things, we fet our men Sentinell in around ring, all buttwo

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or three which digged vp the corne. We were in fufpence;. 
what to doe withit, andthe Kecle, and at length after much 
confultation, we concluded to take the Ketle, and as much 
of the Corneas we could carry away withvs ; and when our 
Shallop came, if we could find any of the people, andcome 
to parley with them, we would give then the Ketleagaine, 
and fatishe them for their Corne, fo wee tooke all the eares. 
and put a good deale of the loofe Corne in the Ketle for two. 
men to bring away ona (taffe sbefides, they that could put 
any into their Pockets filled the fame ; the reft wee buried a- 
gaine,for we were fo laden with Armour that we could car- 
ry nomore. Notfarre from this place we found the remain- 
der of an old Fore, or Palizide, which as we conceiued had. 
beene made by fome Chriltians, this was alfo hard by that 
place which we thought had beenea river, vato which wee 
went and found itfotobe, deviding ir felfeinto two armes 
by an high banke, ftanding right by the cut or mouth which 
came from the Sea,that which was next vnto vs.was the letfe, 
the other arme was more then twife as big,and not vnliketo. 
be an harbour for (hips; but whether it be a frefh river, or 
onely an indraught of the Sea, we had no time to difcover . 
for wee had Commandementto be out but two dayes. Here. 
alfo we law two Canoas, theone on the onefide, the other 
on theather fide, wee could not belecue it was aCanoa, cil. 
wecame neare it, {o we returned leauing the further difco- 
very hereofco our Shallop,and came that night backe againe 
to the frefh waterpond, andthere we made our Randevous 
that night, making a great fire, anda Baricado to windward. 
of vs, and kept good watch with three Sentineils all nighe, 
euery one {tanding when histurne came, while fue or fixe. 
inches of Match was burning. Itproved avery rainie night. 
Inthe morning we tooke our Ketle andfunke itin the pond, 


and trimmed our Muskets, for few of them would goe off, 
becaufe of the wett,and fo coalted the wood againeto come. 
in which we were fhrewdly puf-led,an dloftour way, 


home, 
as we wandred we came toatree, where a yong Spritt was 
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bowed downe over a bow, and fome Acornes [trewed vn-

der neath; Stephes Hopkiss fayd, it had beene to catchfome 
Deere, {o,as we were looking atit,Wilsam Bradfordbeing in | 
the Reare,when he came looked alfo vpon it, and as he went 
about, it gaue a fodaine jerk vp, and he was immediately ; 
caught by theleg ; It was avery pretie devife, made witha 
Rope oftheir owne making,and having a noofe as artifici= 
ally made,as any Roper in Ezg/andcan make, andas like ours 
as can be, which we brought away withvs. Inthe end wee 
got out ofthe Weod, and were fallen about a myletoo high 
aboue thecreake, where we {aw three Bucks, but we had ra- 
ther hauehad oneofthem. Wee alfo did {pring three couple 
of Partridges ; and as wecamealong by the creake, weefaw 
great flockes of wild Geefeand Duckes, but they were very 
fearefull of vs. So we marched fome while in the Woods, 
{ome while on the fands,and other whilein the water vp to 
the knees,till at length we came neare the Ship,and then we - 
fhot cff our Peeces,and the long Boat cameto fetch vs ; mae | 
fter Jowes,and matter Carver being onthe fhore, with many 
of our people, cameto meete vs, And thus weecame both 
weary and well-come home,and deliuered in our Cornein- 
to the ftore, to be kept for feed, for wee knew not how’to 
come by any, and therefore were very glad, purpofing fo 
fooneas wecould meete with any of the Inhabiranes of that 
place, tomake them large fatisfaGion. This was our firft 
Difcovery, whilft our Shallop was in repairing 5 our people 

did make things as ficting as they could, andt:me would, in 
feeking out wood, and heluing of Tooles, and fawing of 
Tymber to build anew Shallop, but the difcommodiouines 
of the harbour did much hinder vs, for we could neither goe 
to, nor come from the fhore, butat high water, which was 
much to our hinderance and hurt,for oftentimes they waded - 
to the midle of the thigh, and oft to the knees, to gce and 
come from land ; fome did it necetfarily,and fome for their 
owne pleafure, but it brought to the moft, if not to all, 
corghes and colds, the weather proving fodainly coldand 
ftormie, which after ward turned to thefcury ey, whereof ma- 


ny dyed. 
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“When our Shallop was ficindeed, before fie wasfully fits 
ted, for there was two dayes worke after bellowed on her, 
tHere was appointed fome 2.4 men of our owne,and armed, 
then to goeand makea more full difcovery of the rivers be- 
fore mentioned. Matter Jones was delirous to goe with vs, 
and tooke {ich of his faylers as he thought vfefull for vs,foas 
we were in allabout 34.msen; wee made malter Joxes our 
Leader, for we thoughrit beftherein to gratifie his kindnes 
and forwardnes. When we were fet forth, it proued rough 
weather and crotle windes,fo as we were conitrained, fome 
in the Shallop, and othersin the long Boate, to row to the 
neerelt {hore the wind would {uffer chem to goe vnto, and 


> then to wade out abouethe knees ; the wind was fo {trong 


ag the Shallop could not keepe the water, but was forced to 

harbour therethat night,butwe marched fixe or feaven miles: 
further, and’appoinced the Shallop to'come’to vs as foone: 
asthey could, ic blowedand did {now allthat day & night,’ 
and trefe withall; fome Gf our peoplé that are‘dcad tooke the 

originall of cheir death here. The nextiday about 11.aclocke 
our Shallopcame to ve, and wee fhipped our felues, andthe 
wind being good, we fayled tothe river we formerly difco- 
vered, which we named, Cold Harbour, to which when wee. 
came we found it not Navigable for Ships, yet wethoughe it 
might bea good harbour tor Boats, for ic flowes there 126 
foore at high water. Welandediour men betweenethe two 
-ereckes,and marched fome foure or fiue myles by the greater 


_ofthem, and the Shallopiollowedvs ; at length night grew | 


on, and our men were tired with marching vp and downe 
the fleepe hills,and deepe vallies,which lay halfea foot thicke 
with {now ¢ Matter Zones wearied with marching, was defi 
sous we fhould take vp our lodging ,though fome of vswould 
haue marched further, {o we made there our Randevous for 
that night,vnder afew Pinetrees, andas it fell out, wee got 
chree fat Geefe, and fix Ducks to our Supper, which we cate 
_ with Souldiers flomacks, for we had eaten little all chat day ; 
our refolution was bext morning to goe vp co the head of 
this river, for we fuppofedit eee proue frefh water, but a 
i tne 
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the morning our refolution held not » becaufe many liked 
not the hillineile of the foyle, and badnetle of the harbour, 

Jo we turned towards the other crecke, that wee might poe 

over and looke for the reft of the Corne that we ieft behind. 
when we were here before 3 when wecameto the crecke; we. 
faw the Canow lie onthe dry ground, anda flocke of Geefe: 
in the tiver, at which onemadea Shot,and killed a couple of. 

them, and we lanched the Canow &fetcht them,and when 

we had done, fhe carryed vsover by feaven or eight at once, 

This done,we marched to the piace where we had thecorne 

formerly, whichplace we called Gorne=hall 3 and digged and 

found the reftyof which we were very glad: weallo digged 

ina place a litle further off, and found a Botle of oyle ; wee: 
went to another place, which we had feene before, and dige 

ged, and found more corne; viz, two orthree Baskets full 
of Lndian W heatyand a bag of Beanes; with a good many of. 
faire Wheat-eares; whillt {ome of vs were digging vp this, 

forme others found another heape of Corne,which they dig- 

ged vp alfo, foas wehad in all about ten Bufhels, which will, 
ferue vs fufheiently for feed. And {ure it was. Gods goed. 
providence that we found this Corne, for els wee know not 

how we fhould haue done,for weknew not how we fhould 

find, or meete with any of the Indians, except itbe todoevs 

amifchiefe, Alfo we had neuerimall likelihood feenea graine., 
of it,if we had not madeour firft Tourney ; for the ground - 
was now covered with fnow, and fo hard frofen, that we 

were faine with our Curtlaxes and thort Swords, to hew 

and carue the ground a footideepe, andthen wreftit vpwith . 
leavers, for we had forgotto bring other Tooles ; whilft we. 
werein this imploymeat, foule weather bein g towards, Mae. 
ites Jones was earnett to goe abourd, but fundry of vs delied- 
to make further difcovery, andro Gndout the Tudians habi- 

tations, f> wefent home with him our weakell people, and 

fome that were ficke, and all the Corne, and's8. of vs flayed, 

Still, and lodged there that night, and defiredthat the Shal- 

lop might returneto vs next Gay, and bring vs {ome Mat. 
tacks and Spades with them, | |

_ Thenext morning we followed certaine beaten pathes 
and tractsof the /adiaxs into the Woods, fuppoling they 

would have led ys into fome Towne, or houfes; after wee 
had gone a while, we lighe ypon a very broad beaten path, 

well nightwo foote broad then welighted all our Matches, 
and prepared our felues, concluding. wee were neare their 

dwellings, butin the end wefoundicto be onely a path made 

to driue Decrein, whenthe /ndians hunt, as wee luppoled ; 

when we had marched fue or ix mylesinto the Woods,and 

could find nofignes of any people, we returned againe anos 

cher way,and.as we came into the plaine ground, wee found 

aplacelikea graue, but it was much bigger and longer then 

any we had yet {cene. It wasalfo covered with boords, fo as 
we mufed what.it fhould be, and refolved to digge it vp, 
where we found, firfta Matt, and vnder thata fayre Bows 
and there another: Matt, and vader that a boord aboutthree 
quarters.long, finely carued and paynted, with three tynes, 
or broches on the top, like a Crowne; alfo betweene the 
Matts we found Boules,T rayes, Dithes, and fuch like Trin- 


-_ketssat length we.came toa fairenew Matt, and vider that 


two Bundles, the one bigger, the other le{le,we opened the 
greater and found in ita great quantitie of fine and perfect 
ced Powder, and initthe bones and skull of aman. The 
gkull had fine yellow haire ftillonic, and fome of the fiefh 
ynconfumed ; there was bound vp with it a knife, a pack- 
needle, andtwo or three oldiron things. It was bound vp 
ina Saylers canvas Cafacke,and a payre of cloth breeches 5 
thered Powder was a kind of Embaulment, and yeelded « 
{lrong, but no offen(iue fell ; It was as ine as any flower. 
We opened the le(le bundle likewife,and found of the fame 
Powder in it,and the bones and head ofa little childe,about 
theleggs, and other parts of it was bound {hrings,and brace- 
lets of ine white Beads ; there was allo by it a little Bow, a- 
Dboutthree quarters long. and fome other odd knackes 3, we 
brought fundry of the pretiell things away with 7s, and coe 
vered the Corpsvpagaine. Aiter this, we diggedin fundry 


like places, but found no more Corne,nor any things els but _ 
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graues: There was varictie of opinions amonglt #sabone the 


embalmed perfon ; fome thought ic was an /ndiak Lordand 


King: others fayd, the /ndsavs haue all blacke hayre, and 
never any was ieene with browne or yellow hayre 3 fome 
thought, it was a Chriltian of fome {peciall note, which had 
dyed anongft them, aed they chus buried him to honour 
him ; others thought, they had killed him, and did it in tri. 
umiph over him, Whileit we were thiusranging and fearch- 
ing, two of the Saylers, which were newly come onthe 


fhore, by chance efpied two houfes, which had beene lately 


dwelt in, but the people were gone.They having their pecs 


ces, and hearing no body entred the houfes, and tooke out. 


fome things,and dur ft not ftay but cameagaine and told vs ; 
fofome feaven or eight of vs went with thein,’ and found 
how we had gone within a flight fliot of them’ before, "The 
houfes were made with long yong Sapling trees, bended 
and both ends ftucke into the Bround 3 they were made 
round, like vnto an “Arbour,’and covered downe to the 
ground with thicke and well wrought matts, and the doore 
was notover a yard high, made ofa matt'to open /théchim- 
ney was a wide open holein che top, for which they had 4 
matt to cover it clofe when they pleafed ; one might (and 
and goe vpright in them, in the midit of them were-foure 
lictke trunches knockt into the ground, and fmall flickes:laid 
over; on which they hung their Pots, and what they had to 
feeth ; round about the fire they lay on matts,whichare their 
beds. The houfes were double matted, for as they were mate 


ted without, fo were they within, with newer & fairer matts; - 


En the houfes we found wooden Boules,T rayes && Difhes, 


_ Earthen Pots, Hand: baskets made of Crab fhells, wrought 
together allo an Englifh Paileor Bucker, it wanted’a bayle, - 


butit had two Tron eares: there wasalfo Baskets of fundry 
forts, bigger and fomeleffer, fincrand fome courfer: fore 
were curioufly wrought with blacke and’ whire in’ pretie 


workes; and {undry other oftheir houfhold Qufte:we found 


alfo two or three Deeres heads,one whereof hadbin newly 
killed; for it was ftill frefh ; there was alfo a company oF 
i. : ‘ . Deeres 
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Deeres feete, tuck vp in the houfes, Harts hornes,and Eagles 
elawes, andfundry fuch like things there was ; allo two or 
three Baskets full of parched Acornes, peeces of fh, anda. 
peece of a broyled Hering. We found alfo a lite filke graile, 
andalittle Tobacco feed, with fome other feeds which wee 
knew not; without was fandry bundles of Flags, and Sedge, 
-Bull-rufhes, and other ftuffe to make matts ;there was thrutt 
into an hollow tree, ewo or three peeces of Venifon,but we 
choughtic fitter for the Dogs.then for vs: fome ofthe belt 
things we tooke away with vs, and left the houles {landing 
ftillas chey were, foic growing towardsnight, andthe tyde 
almoft{pent, we hatted with our things downe tothe Shal- 
lop, and got abourd that night, intending to have brought 
fome Beades, and other thingsto have left in the houfessin 
fignie of Peace, and thac we meant to truk with them, butie 
was not done, by meanes of our haftie comming away trom 
Cape Cod, but fo foone as we can meete conveniently with 
them, we will gine them full fatisfaction. T hus much ef our

-<, Having thus difcovered this place, it was controver{all a- 
mong{t vs, what to doe touching our aboad and {erling 
there ;fome thonghtit beft for many reafonsto abide there. 
As firft, thatthere was a convenient harbour for Boates, 
though not for Ships.

Secondly, Good Corne ground readie to our hands, as 
we {aw by experience in the goodly corne it yeelded,which 
would againe agree with the ground,and be naturall feed for

Thirdly, Cape Cod wasliketo bea place of good fifhing, 
for we faw daily great VVhales of the belt kind for oyle and 
bone, come clofe aboord our Ship, and in fayre weather

| peece fcattered by the way,asicfeemed, for halt: this place 
the molt were minded we fhould call, the Grampzs Bay, be- 
caufe we found fo many of themthere : wee followed the 
tract of the Judsans bare feetea good way on the fands, at 
length we {aw where they flrucke into the Woods by the 
{ide of a Pond, as wee wentto view the place, onelayd, 
hee thought hee {aw an Jndian-houfe among the trees, fo 
went vp to fees and here we and the Shallop lott fight one of 
another till night, it being now about nine or ten aclocke, 
fo we light ona path; but aw no houfe, and followed a great 
way into the woods,at length weefound where Cerne had 
_ beene fet, but notthat yeare, anone we founda great bury- 
ing place, one part whereof was incompailed with alarge 
Palazado, like a Church-yard, with yong {pires foureor fue 
yards long, fet as clofe one by another as they could two or 
three foot in the ground, withinit was fullofGraucs, tome 
bigger, and fomeletle, fome were alfo paled about, & others 
had likean Tudian-houfe made over them, but not matted s 
thofe Graves were more fumptuous then tholeat Corne-hill, 
yet we diggednone of them vp, but onely viewed them, 
and went our way 3 without the Palazado were graucs alfoy 
but not fo colly: from this place we wentand found more 
_ Corneground, butiot of this yeare. As we ranged welishe 
| ‘on foure or fue Zndiaz-houfes, which had beene lacely dwele 
| in, butthey were vncovered, and had no matts about them, 
‘elsthey were like thofe wefound at Corne-hil, but had not 
Deene fo lately dwelt in, there was nothing left but two or 
three pecces of old macts, alittle tedge,alfo a little further we

found two Baskets full of parched Acorns hid in the ground, 
which we {uppoied had beene Corne when we beganneto 
dig the fame, we ealt earth thereon againe & wentour.way. 
Alithiswhile we law no people, wee went ranging vp and 
downetill the Sunne began to draw low,andthen we halted 
out of the woods,that we might come to our Shallop,which 
when we were out of the woods, we efpied. a great way. off, 
and call'd them to. come vnte-vs,the which they did asicone. 
as they could, for it was not yet high water, they were ex- 
eceding glad toice vs, (for they feared becaufe they had not 
feene vsinfo long atime ) thinking we would haue kept by 
the fhorehide, io being boch weary and faint, for we had ea- 
ten nothing all that day,we fell tomake our Randevous and 
get ire wood, whichalwayes colt vsa great deale of labour, 
by that trme wehad done, & our Shallopcometo vs, it was 
within night, and we fed vpon fuch victualls.as we had, and 
betooke vs to our reft, after we had fet out our watch. About 
midnight we heard a great and hideous ery, and our Sentis 
nell called, e-4rme, Arme So we beltirred our {clues and shoe 
off a couple of Muskets,and noyfe ceafed;we concluded,that 
it wasacompany of Wolues or Foxes, for one told vs, hee 
had heard fuch anoyfein New-found-land. About fiuea clocke 
in the morning wee beganto be ftirring, and two or three 
which doubted whether their Peeces would. goeoffor no 
made tryall of them, and fhot them off, but thought nothing, 
at all, after Prayer we prepared our. felues for brek-fali; and 
for ajourney,and it being now thetwilight in the morning, 
it was thought meet to carry the things downe tothe Shale . 
lop :fome fayd, itwas not beftto carry the Armour downe, 
others fayd, they would be readier, two or three fayd, they 
would notcarry theirs, tillthey went themfeiues, bur mile 
trufting nothing at all sasitfell out,the water not being high 
enough, they layd thethings downe vponthe fhore,& came 
vp to brek-faft. Anone, all vpon a fudden, we heard agreat 
& ftrange ery,which we knew to be the fame voyces,though 
they varied their notes, one.ef our company being abroad 
cate running in, and cryed,Zbey are msn, Indians, Indians 5. 
: — and 
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and withall, their arrowes came flying amongit vs, our men 
ran out with all {peed to recover their armes,as by the good 
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Providence of :God they did, in the meane time, Captaine: Our firftc 
eMiles Standifas having a {naphance ready, madea thot, and, bac with che IB 


after him:another, after they two had fhet,: other wo of vs, 
were ready, but he wifht vs not Co’ fhoot, till we.could take. 
-ayme, for we knew not what need we fhould haue, & there 
were foure onely of ws, which bad their armes there readie, 
4nd ood before the opea fide of our Baricado, w hich was 
firftatfaulted, they thought itbeftco defendit, lealt che ene- 
miefhouldtake it aud our ftuffe, and fo haue the more vans 
fage again{t vsyour care was no leife for the Shallop, but we. 
hoped all the relt would defend it; we called vnto them to 
know how it was with them, and they an{wered, Well, Well: 
every onesand be of good courage: wee heard three of their 
Peeces goc oft, andthe reft called for.afire-brand to light 
their matches, one tooke alog out of the fire on his fhoulder 
and wentand carried it vnto them, Ww hich was thought did 
not a little difeourage our enemres. The cry of our enemies 
was dreadfull; efpecially, when our men fan out to recover 
their Armes, their note was after thig manner, Woath woach 
bavha bach woach + our men were nofooner.come to their 
‘Armes, butthe enemy was ready toatfaulethem: ! 
> There wasa lillie manand no whit Jet{e valiant, who was 
thought to bee their Captaine, Good behind a tree within 
halfea musket Miot of vs, and there let his arrowes fly at vs5 
Ree was feerie:to fhoote three arrowes, Which were allavoy- . 
ded; for be arwhom the ‘firit arrow. was aymed, faw it, and 
ftodped downeafid it fewover him, thereft were avoyded 
alfo: he ftoodthree fhots ofa Musker, atlength one tooke 
as hefayd fullayme at him, after which he gaue an ¢xtraor= 
dinary cry and: away they went all, weefollowed them a- 
bout.aquarcer of a mile, but wee left fixe to keepe our Shal- 
Top, for we were carefull of our bufinetle: then wee fhouted 
all cogether two feverall timesjand fhot off a couple of mus- 
Kets and fo teturtied: this wee did that they might fee wee 


were not afraydof them nor difcouraged. Thus it pleafed 
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NEW-ENGLAND 
God to vanquifh our Enemies and giue vs deliverance, by 
their noyfe we could noc guetfechat they were letle then thir= 
ty or forty,though fome thought that they were many more 
yet in the darke of che morning, weecould notio welldif- 
cerne them among the trees, asthey couldieevs by our fire 
fide, we tooke vp 18. oftheir arrowes which we haue fent 
to Exgland by Matter Jones, fome whereof were headed with 
bratie, others with Harts horne,& others with Eagles clawes 
- Many more no doubt were shot, for thefe we found, were 
almoit covered with leaues : yet by the e{peciall providence 
of God, noneof them either hit or hurt vs, though many 
came clofe by vs, andon every fide ofvs, and fome coates 
which hung vp in our Baricado, were fhot through and 
through. So after wee had given Godthankes for our delis 
verance, wee tooke our Shallop and went on our Journey, 
and calledthis place, The firft Encounter, fromhence we in- 
tended to haue fayledtothe aforefayd theevifh Harbour, if 
weefound no convenient: Harbour by the way, having the 
wind good,we fayled ali that day along the Coalt about 15, 
leagues, but faw neither River nor Creeke to putinto , af- 
ter wehad fayledan houreor two, it began to {now and 
raine,andto be bad weather ; about the mid{t of the after- 
noone, the windeincreafed and the Seas began.to be very 
rough, and the hinges of the rudder broke, fo that we could 
fteere no longer with it, but two men with much adoe were 
faineto ferue witha couple of Oares, the Seas were growne 
fo great, that we were much troubled andin great daungery 
and night grew on: Anon Mafter Coppin bad vs be of good 
cheere hefaw the Harbour, as we drew neare, the gale be- 
ing ftiffe, and we bearing great fayleto get in,fplicour Matt 
in 3. peices, and werelike to haue calt away ourShallop yyet 


by Gods mercy recovering our felues, wee had the floud 


with vs,and (truck into the Harbour. | , 

Now he tharthought that had beene the place was deccie 
wed, it being a place where notany ef vs had beene before, 
and comming intothe Harbour, hethat was our Pilot did

re(ted,andon Munday we founded the Harbour;and found 
ita uery good Harbour for our thipping, we marched alfo. 


into the Landyand found divers cornefields,and little rune 
ning brookes..a place very good {or {eituation, {fo weretur- 
nedto our Ship againe with good newes to the reft of our 
people, which did much comfort their hearts... ade 
On the fifteenth day, we waighed Anchor,to goeto the. 
place wehad difcovered, and comming within twe.leagues 
of the Land. we could not fetch the Harbour, but werefaine 
to put roome againe towards Cape (od, our couenying 
Welt; and the wind was at North welt, butit pleafed Go 
thar the next day being Saturday the16.day,the winde came 
faire,and wee putto Seaagaine,and came fately intoa fafe 
Harbour ; and within halfe an houre the winde changed, fo 
as ifwe had beencletced.buta litrle, we had gone backe to, 
Cape Cod. This Harbour is a Bay greater then Cape Cod, 
compatied with a goodly Land.andin the Bay,2.fine Jlands 
vninhabited, wherein are nothing but wood; Okes,.

Fryday the 9, ftillthe cold weather continued, that wee 
could doe little worke.

ing at worke in the Woods, comming home, left their - 
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tooles behind them, but before they returned, their tocles 
were taken away by the Savages.

~ Wednefday the 21. of February,the mafter came on fhore 


with many of his Saylers, and brought with him one of the

Randevous, where we intercepted. him, not fuffering him to 
goc in, as vndoubtedly he would, out of hisboldnefle,, hee 
faluted-vs in’ Englith, arid badvs well-come; for hehad lear- 
ned (ome broken Englith among(t-the Englith men. that 
came to fifh:at Moxchiggon, and knew by name the moft of 
the Captaines, Commanders, & Maiters,that viually comes 
he wasa'man free in {peech, fo farre as he couldexpretle his - 
minde,and ofa feemely: carriage, wequeltioned him ofmas 
ny things, he was the firft Savagewecould meéte withall; he 
fayd he was not of thefe partsy but of CAdoratriggen, and one 
of the Sagamores or Lords thereof, and had beene 8. moneths 
in thefe parts, it lying heneeadayés fayle with agreat wind, 
and fine dayes by land;bedifcourfed ofthe whole Country, 
and of every Province, and of their Sagamores, and. their 
‘number of men, and ftrengths the wind beginning to rifea 
little, we cafta horfemanscoat about him, for he was flarke 
naked, onely aleather about his watt, with a fringe abouta 
{pan long, or littlemore ; he hada bow & 2arrowes, theone - 
: headed, and the other vnheaded ; hewas a tall {traightman, 
Te the haire of his head blacke,long behind,onely fhort before, 
3 mone on his face at all’; heasked {ome beeresbut we gave him

noone we fpentin coinmunication with him we would glad- 
ly‘haue beene rid of hin ac night, but he was not willing to 


‘goe this night,then we thoughitto carry hin on fhip-boord, 


wherewith he was well content, and went into the Shallop, 
but the winde was high and water fcanr, that it could not 
rettitne backe: we lodged him that night at Steven Hopkins 
Houle, and watched him ;the next-day he went away backe 
to the CMa/a/oits,from whence he fayd he came, whoare our 
next bordering neighbours: they are fixtie Rrong, ashe 
fayth:'the Man/ires areas neere South-eall of them, and are 
a hundred {trong , and thofe werethey of whom our people 
were ‘encountred, as we before related. They ate muchin- 
cenfed and provoked again{i the Englith, and about eyghe 
moneths agoe flew three Englifh men ,and two more hardly 
efcaped by flight'to CAenhiggon ; they were Sir F erdinaade

P Saturday the’ mbtaing’ We ditiif'd the’ Salvage, and 
gauchim a kitife,a braceler, and a ring ; he promifed within 
anightortw dto come agiine, andtob ning with him fome 
of the AZaffa/cytsour neighbours, with {uch Beuers skins as 
they hadtotrucke with vs. 9h ON es ny 
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_ Saturday and Sunday reafonable fayre dayes. On this day 
caine againe the Savage, and brought with him fue other 
tall proper men, they had every mana Deeres skin on him, 
and the principall of them had a wild Cars skin, or fuch like 
on the onearme ; they had moft of chem long hofen vp ta 
their groynes, clofe made ; and aboue their groynes to their 
wa{tanother leather,they were altogether like the /r:-trou- 
{essthey aic of complexion like our Englith Ginfeys,no haire 
or very little on their faces, on their headslong haire to their 
flioulders, onely cut before fome trulled vp before witha 
feather, broad wife, like a fanne,ancther a fox tayle hanging 
out : thefe left ( according to our charge giuen him betore ) 
their Bowes and Arrowes a quarter of a myle from our 
Towne, we gaue chein entertaynement as we thought was 
fitting them, they did eatc liberally of our Englith viduals, 
they made femblance vnto vs of friend{hip and amitie ; they 
foag & danced after their maner like Anticks;they brought 
with them tn a thing like a Bow-cafe(which the principall of 
them had about his waft ) alittle of their Corne pownded to 
Powder, which put to alittle water they eate; he had a little 
Tobacco in a bag, but none of them drunke but when he li- 

. fed, fome of themhad their faces paynted blacke,from the 
forchead to the chin, foure or fiue fingers broad ; others af 
ter other fafhions, as they liked ; they brought three ox foure 
skins, but we would not trucke with them ar all that day, bue 
wiftied thein to bring more, and we would trucke for all, 
which they promifed within a night or two, and would leaue 
thefe behind them, though we werenet willing they fhould, 
and they brought vs all ourtooles againe which were taken 
in the Woods, in our mens abfenee ,fo becaufeof theday we 
difmitfed them fo fooneas we could. But Samofer our firlt 
acquaintance, eyther wasficke, or fayned himfelfe fo, and 
would not goe with them, and flayed with vs till Wednefday 
morning: Then we fenthim to them, to know the reafon 
they came not according totheir words, and wegauehiman 
hat, a payre of {tockings and fhooes,a fhirt, and a peeee of

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The Sabboth day, when we fent them from vs, wee giue_ 
every one of them fometrilles, efpecially, the principal! of 
them, we carried them along with our Armes tothe place’ 
where they left their Bowes and Arrowes, whereat they |

~ that the other called them, when they tooketheir Arrowes, — 
we bad them farewell, and they were glad, and{o with ma. | 
ny thankes given vs they departed, with promife they would © 
come againe. | 
Munday and tuefday proved fayre dayes, we digged our 
grounds, and {owed our garden: feeds. | 
Wednefday a fine warme day, wefentaway Samofet. 
That day we had againea meeting, to conclude of lawes — 
and orders for our felues, and to confirme thofe Military 
Ordersthat were formerly propounded, and twife broken — 
off by the Savages comming but fo we were againe the third 
time,for after we had beene an houre together,on the top of 
the hill over againft vs two or three Savages prefented them; 
felues,that made femblance of daring vs, as we thought, fo _ 
Captaine Stazdi/} with another, withtheir Muskets wento- 
ver co them,with two of the mafters mates that follows them 
without Armes, having two Muskets with them,they whet= 
ted and rubbed their Arrowes and Strings, and made fhew / 
of defiance, but when our men drew nere them, they ranne _ 
away. Thus we were againe interrupted by them ; this day 
with much adoe we got our Carpenter that had beene long“ 
ficke of thefeurvey, to fit our Shallop, to fetch all from a-~

it atrentiuely, though the Interpreters did not well expreile

As we palled along, we oblerved that there were few pla-’ 


ces by the River, but had beene inhabited,by reafon where- 
of, much ground was cleare, faue of weedes which grewe 
higher then our heads, There ismuch good Timber both 
Oake, Waltnut-tree, Firre, Beech, and exceeding great 
Chetlnut-trees. The Country in refpect of thelying otit,is 
both Champanieand hilly, like many placesin England. In. 
fome places its very rockie both aboue groundand init: 
And though the Countrey bee wilde and over-growne 
with woods , yet the trees {land not thicke, but aman may 
wellride a horfe amongft them. 

Pafling onat length, one ofthe Company an Indian efpi- 
ed aman,and told the reit of it, we asked them if they feared 
any, they told vs thatifthey were Narroblig ganfer,men they 


_ would not truft them, whereat,we calledfor our peecesand , 


bid them not to feare 5 for though they weretwenty, we two 
alone would not care for them: but they hayling him, hee 
prooved a friend,and had onely two women withhim:their 
baskeis were empty, but they fetched water in their bottels, 
fo that we dranke with themand departed. After wemet a-_ 
nother man with othertwo.women, which had beene at’ 
Randevow by thefalt water, aud their baskets were full of 
rotted Grab hihes, and other dry ea thell fifh, of which they 
gaue vs, and wee eate and dranke withthem: and gaueeach 
of the women a {tring of Beades, and departed. 

After wee came toa Towne of CWaffa/oyts,where we eat 
Oyltersand other filh, Prom thence we went to Packawokick, 
but AZaffafoyt was not at home, there we flayed he being fent 
for:when newes was brought of his comming, our guide 77 
quantum requelted that at our meeting,wee weuld difcharge - 
our peeces, but one of vs going about to charge his peece,the 
women. and children through feare to fee him takevpp his 
peece, ram away, and could not bee pacified, ull heelayd ir 
downe againe, who afterwara were better informed by our: 
Interpreter. ee Spies | 

Afafafoyt being come, Wee difcharged our Peeces, and 
, te . faluted 
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faluted him,who after their manner kindly well commed ys, 

- and tcoke vs into his houfe,and fet vs downe by him,where 
having delivered our forefayd Meilage, and Prefenis, and 
having put the Coat on his backe, and the Chayne about his 
necke, he was nota little proud to behold himfelfe, and his 
men alfo to fee their King fo brauely attyred, 

For an{were to ogr Metfage,he told vs we were well-come, 
and he would gladly continue that Peace and Friendfhip 
which was betweene him & vs :andfor hismen they fheuld 
no more pefier vs as they had done: Alfo, that he would 
fend to Paomet, and would helpe vs with Corne for feed, ac- 
cording to ourrequelt, $s 

This being done,his men gathered neere to him,to whom 
he turned himfelfe, and made a great Speech ; they fome- 
timeinterpofing, andas it were, confirming and applauding 
him in that he fayd. The meaning whereof was( asfarreas 
we couldlearne ) thus ; Was not he (Vaffafoye Comman- 
der of the Countrey about them?Was not fucha Townehis 
and the people of it 2 and fhould they not bring their skins 
vnto vs? To which they an{wered, they were his & would 
be at peace with vs, and bring their skins to vs, After this 
manner, he named at lealt thirtie places, and their anfwere 

‘was as aforefayd to every one: fo that-as it was delightfull, 
it wastedious vntovs. : 

This being ended, he lighted Tobacco for vs, and fell ro 

- difcourfing of Exgland, & of the Kings Maieftie, marvayling 
that he would liue without a wife. Alfo he talked of the 


-French-men, bidding vs not to fuffer them to come to Nar- 


rohiganfet, for it was King La mes his Countrey, and he als 
fo was King lames hisman. Late it grew, but victuals 
he offered none ; for indeed hehad not any, being he came 
fonewly home. Sowe defired.to goetoreft: helayd vs on 
the bed with himfelfe and his wife, they at the one end and 
weat the other, it being onely plancks layda foot from the 
ground, and athin Matvpon them. Two more of his chiefe 
men for want of roome preiled by and vpon vs ; fo that we 
were worfe weary of our lodging then of ouriourney.

two nights and a day, and hadnotone of vs bought a Par- 


cridge,we had taken our lourney fafting ; Very importunate 
he was to hauevs {tay with them longer : But wee defired to 7 
keepe the Sabboth at home : and feared we fhould either be : 
light-headed for want of fleepe, for what with bad ledging, 
che Savages barbarous linging, (for they vie to fing them- | 
felues alleepe ) lice and fleas within doores, and Muskeetoes. 
without, wee could hardly fleepe all the time of-our being 
there ; we much fearing, that if wee fhould {tay any longer, 
we fhoald not be able to recover home for want of itrength. 
So that on the Fryday morning before Sun-riling,wetooke 


afhamed,that he could no better entertaine vs:and retaining 
Tifquantum to {end from place to place to procure trucke for 
vs and appointing another, called Tok«mahamon in his place, 
whom we had found faichfull before and after vpon all ace 
calions., “ie ‘age nee 
Atthis towne of CVaffa/oyts, where we before eate, wee 
were againe refrefhed witha licde ith 5 and boughr about a 
handfull of Meale of their parched Cerne, which was very 
precious at chat time of the yecre,anda {niall ttring of dryed 
fhell-Gfh,asbigas Oyiters.. The latcer we gave to the fixe 
Savages that accompanied vs, keeping the Meale for our 
felues; when we dranke we eate each afpconefullof it with 
a Pipe of Tobacco, in flead of other victuals; and ofthis.al- 
fo we could not but giue them folong asiclalied,Fiue myles 
they 
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they led vs to ahoufe out ofthe way in hope.of vidtualls: . | 
bur we found no body there, andilo were but worte able to 
returne home. That sight wereached. to the wire where 
we lay before, butthe Nampafcheneks were returned:fo that we. 
had no hope of any thing there.One of the Savages had fhot 
a Shad in the water, andafinall Squirrill es big as a Rat, cal- 
1° leda Nevxis,the one halfe ofeither he gaue vs,and alter went 
to the wireto fith.

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two a Clocke in the morning, arofe a great {torme of wind, a

for the raine ftill continued with great violence, even the

fhewed vs any kindnefle, Amongft others one of the fixe - 
that came with vs from Packanokik having before this on the - 
way vnkindly forfaken vs,marvayled we gaue him nothing, 
and told vs whathe had done for vs; we alfo told him of

_ thing, yet we gauehima {mall trifle: wherev pon he offered

One thing was very gricuousvnto vs at this place ; There 
was an old woman, whom we iudged tobe no letle chenan 
hundred yeeres old, which came to fee vs becaufe fhee neuer 
faw Englith,yet could not beheld vs without breaking forth 
into great patlion, weeping and crying excefliucly, Wedew 
maunding the reafon of it, they told vs, fhe had three fons, ‘ 
who when matter Huat was in thefe parts went aboord his- ; 
Ship to trade with him, andhe carried chem Captives into 
Spaine ( for Tifqzantum at that time was cartied away alfo ) a 
by which meanes fhee was depriued of the comfort of her 4 
children in her oldage. We told them we were forry that ‘ 
any Englifh man fhould giue them that offence, that Hane | 
was a bad man,and that all che Englifh chat heard. of it con- 
demned him for the fame : but for vs we would not offer 
them any fuch iniury, though it would gaine vs ail the skins 
inthe Countrey. So we gaue her fome {mall rifles, which.
